It was ten years before the railroad was extended to Ne pti. 
During this ‘time york became’ « pooming urea. pefore the coining of 
the railroad it had been unsettled, vut ..fter it pecaine tne terminus, 
a number of homes were built, some Luilroad emyloyees living there us 
well as others. During the time hundreds of louds of produce were 
hauled to and from Nepni. 

Daily trains arrived at York, carrying treizht, puissengers and 
Mail. Every day ::enry Goldsbrough, sr. met the cruin WLU nie 
"hack" to take the mail to and carry it from tue truin and also to 
bring passengers to Nephi to stay. at.nis-rotel. TnHere were’ also lrany & 
others who hauled freight during tnis time. While York was the 
terminal of the railroad, it was a lively western railroud frontier, 
with something always happening. 

On Saturday, May 3, 1879, the Ltan soutnern railroad came to 
Nephi. Bishop Thos. .G. Parkes gave tils tollowing account in sis 
journal. 





"On Saturday, May 3, 1879, the whistle of the first steam engine 
was heard in Nephi at 6:30 a.m. and on monday, May 21st, tne first 
train was run up to the depot. school cnildren and women Bot on 
and rode down to Brother Charles operry's and back. The band was 
there also." | 

The people were thrilled with the thoughf that Nepni could boast 
of a train coming to their town daily, and tney looked forward to 
the experience of riding in a railroad car. 





The line was soon extended to Uhicken Creek or Juab as it was 
rechristened. This became the soutnern verminal until 1889 wnen 
the line of Central Utah was extended to milford and to Frisco t>5 & 
haul ore from the Horn Silver mine, but for all intents and pur por 2s

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_ A History of Heiper, Utah 


‘Some of the highlights of a speech given by Reggie Williams, 
road foreman of equipment, Utah Division, at the Helper Vets’ 
Banquet are as follows.—Ed. ) 
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BIRD'S EYE VIEW of Helper from an old post card dated in 
1916. 





Helper, the Hub of Carbon County, is the railroad 
center and trading point for many mines with a radius of 
40 miles. It was so named because at this point a helper 
engine was added to trains to assist them up the heavy 
vrade to Soldier Summit. . 

A settlement in the vicinity of Helper, located slightly 
to the southeast, was called Ewell. With the growth of the 
railroad and the building of additional railroad facilities, 
It Was seen that this city would occupy an important place 
in the industrial life of this section. Many favored naming 
the town Welby in honor of the superintendent of the 
D&RG, but Mr. Welby favored Helper for the above 
reason. [n 1892 the town of Helper was established out of 
the northern part of Ewell precinct. The Helper School 
District and the Helper Road District were established by 
the order of Carbon County Commissioners. 


Before a station was built, a spur from the main line, 
“hich was narrow gauge at the time, was laid and a box 
car designated it as Pratt’s Siding. In 1890 the railroad 
was standard gauged, a new depot, a hotel for trainmen, 
a coal chute, a roundhouse and an oil house were all con- 
structed by 1892. The top floor of the depot served as a 
library and billiard hall. These recreation facilities were 
used by the trainmen until 1906 when the railroad YMCA 
built their facilities. The YMCA served as quarters for the 
division officers of the railroad for more than 20 years. 


The first residence is reputed to have been built by 
Taylor Wilson. The first school house was used for six 
months and was located near where the Helper Central 
School is now. The Helper Central School, a commodious 
brick building, was built in 1909 and housed the eight 


elementary grades. In 1936 a Junior High School was 
built on the upper townsite. 


Among the early personalities who helped build Helper 
was Tom, the Chinaman. Old-timers say that he was at 
one time mayor of Hong Kong, saved the town from a dire 
plot the nature of which has been lost in the hazy past. 
Another was J. Tom Fitch, an engineer on the narrow 
gauge, who was a permanent fixture for many years and 
crected the first two-story house in Helper. Tom took a 
very active part in civic affairs. 

Helper’s town government extends over 65 years. 
Helper Townsite was incorporated in October, 1907. Of- 
ficers at the time were J. Tom Fitch, president of the town 
board, and members W. C. Broker, J. H. Harrison, Steve 
Gianotti and Louis Lowenstein. Many railroaders carved 
their niche in Helper’s guidance: F. R. Porter, George 
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Spratling, D. K. Downey, Frank Mullins, Luca Cormani. 
Elmer Parker, and Ed Casey, just to mention a few. 

One of the interesting sidelights of those early days was 
related by Grandma McCoombs — a visit to her restau- 
rant by “Gun Play” Clarence L. Maxwell, ringleader of a 
bandit trio. After robbing the Castle Gate Mine office and 
the Wasatch Store, they came to her place and ordered 
breakfast. While waiting to be served, they dumped all the 
silver from the loot on the floor, concerning themselves 
only with the currency. They left after finishing their 
breakfast and were never apprehended. 

“Grandma” also stated that had not J. B. Millburn 
asked such an exorbitant amount for his holdings, the 
Carbon County Court House would now be in Helper. 

The first commercial building was the Broken Dollar 
Store, forerunner of the five and dime. It was the first 
place a person could spend less than a dollar. The Double 
Rock and the Try Me Saloon were former landmarks. 


The D&RG built the railroad chapel which was used 
as an all-purpose community house for many years. By 
the mid-thirties, Helper could point with pride to its 
beautiful chapels. 

Helper was changed from a town to a third class city 
in 1919. The city evidenced a phenominal growth largely 
due to moving the railroad terminal from Soldier Summit 
to Helper. In 1930 the old roundhouse was abandoned and 
a modern engine terminal built. During World War II, 
Helper was one of the busiest centers of its size in the 
country. Thanks to the Rio Grande employes and their 
know-how the Rio Grande kept traffic moving and the 
railroad prospered. 

Twenty-six nationalities coniribute to the cosmopoli- 
tan aspect of Helper’s varied population. A population 
that might be considered ‘‘foreign™’ by some, but to Helper 
they are good citizens with hearts full of love and minds 
full of understanding.
